Thoir employees nssemhlGil in force, 
und turned out the oflicers, barricntling- 
all the doors of tho warobouso witb piles 
of heay;[^gpod3.,^ The c^lloctor, Mr. Guth- 
rie, thus idtfadm^p^^ opera- 
tions, had tecourso to tho police, sum- 
moning them by a 'writ of assistance' to 
<!omQ to tho aid of bis otlicers. A largo 

"▼body of constableB having assombled, tho 
seige of the Messrs. Steveuaon's ware- 
house, -which is one of the largest build- 
ings in' tl^c^ity, cpqimenoed in all due 
formj a dr(|<rd of ;^a^y tbpapondB haying 
gathered in the street to witness ttio afifray. 
The speetators aro described as beiufc 
chiefly actuated by a spirit of amused 
curiosity, intent upon 'getting all tho fun 
tboy could' out of the incident, and only 
auxioua that there should bo a fair fight 
between the 'soft gtf.Qtis'jPaen and tho au- 
thorities. Their oxpeotations were not 
disappoiated. After a vain attempt to ob- 
tain atluuBsion in a legitimate way to the 
warehouao, and an iueffoclual parley vitb 
tho garrison, the cuUei-tor began an as- 
sault upon the dour with crowbius luij 
aies, amidst tlie cheers of the crowd.

The door strengtli- 
ened from behind by a iurmidable barri- 
cade of soft goods cases, resisted ail 
their eflforts. Ultimately a practical 
breach was etYected in a fanlight, a hole 
being broken in the glass, against which a 
ladder was reared. The defenders, Low- 
ever, appeared in force, standing on tho 
top of the cases, and ropellod all tho ef- 
forts of the boaeigora to unter. Tho col- 
lector. himacLf mounted the breach nnd 
tried to got in, but was tliruat violently 
buck by tho Messrs. Stevenson's yonug 
men. Standing on tho top of tiio ladder, 
Mr. Guthrie then made a gallant effort, 
by poking witli a stick through the hole 
in the glass, to drive back the enemy; but 
the stick was wrenched from him and laid 
vigorously about bis bead and shoulders, 
tho fragment.^ of smashed glass falling 
njjoQ bini and cutting his face and hauda. 
The criHiH of this dosporatu struggle, to 
be ever remembered iu tho annals of tho 
'soft gooJa' trade, is thus depicted by the 

^ chnuiiclor: — 'The excitement was 

flomi'thing tremendous, and tlio chcory. 
groans, and varied cries of the crowd 
were porfootly deafening, but no effort 
was made to interfere. Mr. Gntbrio was 
wildly fighting at tho top of tho ladder, 
with blooil on his hands and head, while 
Wilkinson, witli Ins face and sbirt-front 
.sjiattercd with blood, was beatin;; him 
down with his hmuLs, and the CnstoiuH 
oSicerB below wore trying to climb up tho 
ladder over Mr. (Uithrie, and to reach 
those inside with crow-bars.'

A Suggestion. 

The Toronto. (JA^a of.tbelgth inst. con- 
tains tho follotrin^^i&lwion relative to 
the legislative treatment of the Chmoso in 
this Province:— "It nmv bo worth while 
for the British (Jolumijians to consulor 
whether their best course under tho cir- 
cumstances would not be to treat tbo Chi- 
nese in such a way as to correct the worst 
defects in their mode of life while they 
enjoy the advantage of their oheap labor 
in developing tho resources of the Pro- 
viuce. To confer the franchise upon them 
in clearly absnrd, aud as this is a matter 
with which the Local Legisiatare can 
deal, tho mistake which hiis boon commit- 
ted can easily bo roinodie<l. One creat 
objection has always boon tlieir liabit of 
huddling themselves together in groat 
numbers in huts too small and filthy to 
live in. While tlie Provincial Legisla- 
ture cannot prevent tho immigration of 
the Celestials, it has a perfect tuoral and 
legal right to look after tho public henltli, 
and on this ground it can easily lake such 
steps as will etfectually break up those 
,den» of filth iacd hotbeds gf^, disease. . By 
prescribing stringent Sanitary regnlatioils 
and compelling the Chinese to strictly 
adhere to them, the objectiivus which uro 
now urged against their pruaenco would 
bo to a great extent obviated, or else they 
would bo forced to decamp by tlio pliico 
being made, not too hot, but too clean to 
hold them. Improvements in food aud 
raiment are more difficult to etToot; but if 
the Chinese were compelled to raise their 
standard of living in one or two respects, 
it iH quite possible that thoy would in 
time acquire a disposition to raise it in 
others of their own a( cord. Tho cxpori- 
mant has never beuu fairly tried in the 
United ytates, and as there seeiuH no bet- 
ter way of getting out of thediilioulty just 
now, it might be well for tho British Co- 
lumbians to try their hand at civilizing 
the "Heathen Chinee."

The'prieon' ab pre- 
sent is pregnant with inebriates of theabovo 
doai"rii)t ion.and no less than three holding.s 
of tho police court took pliuie yesterday to 
disposo of the several caao.=i, His Honor 
Judge Spaulding and His Woi-sliip the 
Mayor presiding alternately, according as 
cases happened within or without tho 
luunicipalit^. If there is a oity sr town 
in the Province that requires an efficient 
police force it is Nanaimo; and yet there 
is only one man hero to i^revout crime, to 
watch, to arrest, and look after the peace 
and well-being of the people of tho town 
and district. That man's name ia Stewart 
—tho Nanaimo gaoler and constable, tho 
indefatigable, as he is commonly called. 
It is a positive fact'that Jfr. Stewart does 
more work in one month and runs moro 
risk of groat bodily injury than any oth<u- 
man in his position duos in, I might say, 
a year. 

It is actually inysteiious how this giv- 
ing and selling whisky business could 
have been obocked if sp^al 'constables 
had not been sworn in, and ' at present 
there are no less than four; therefore the 
expedioiKj}- of at once appointing an ofh- 
uer to assist Mr. Htewart.
